provements This Year. 


Larger compressors are being in- 


stalled by the Tort Wayne Gas com- 
pany at two of its Dumping stations 
near Hartford 
City in. the effort to 


supply Tort Wayne with natural gas 
during the coming winter. 


There are eight 
of the 
new ma- 


chines, each 'having a diameter of 
20>i iivdies, and they replace a sim- 
ilar number oi compressors of 15J-4 
inch diameter. 
T'he machines were 


to have been delivered early in Sep- 
tember, but delay upon, the part of 
the company 
building them made 


this impossible, 'and they have just 
arrived. Station's No. 2 and 4, east 
and west of Hartford City, arc to be 
equipped with the big compressors, 
and the pumps at No. 2 station were 
shut down nt nc-oii today to begin the 
work of installing the new machin- 
ery. In this plant 
it is hoped to 


complete the work by Sunday, 
and 


the work at the other station will fol- 
low txt once. During the placing of 
the machinery the effect is likely to
